The copper 20-centavor series, which features volca¬ 
noes and a pyramid, spans 31 years, 26 dates and three 
types Heberline said 1952 and 1959 are key dates. 

Smith detailed the history of the 1773 - 1777 British 
magazine that issued 13 bronze half-penny size med¬ 
als. The publishers, a liberal who supported the Ameri¬ 
can cause, picked the subjects, which included King 
George III, William Pitt and the Marquis of Granby. 
Granby, Smith noted, has “more pubs named after him 
than anyone else.”
